Or Acquire A New Developer

CITY COUNCIL AND MAYOR ARE UPSET

Atarecent meeting of the Romulus 
City Council, both the Council and 
Mayor Beverly McAnally stated that they 
want Llwyd Ecclestone to start moving 
on the new billion-dollar project that 
the City has already poured millions of 
dollars into. 

The project, located at Wick and 
Merriman, has been at a standstill as far 
as developer Ecclestone is concerned, 
aside from his doing some surface 
cleanup work. 

Much of the intended development 
is dependent on the Vining Road inter- 
change being built. Allegedly, that inter- 
change will be built, although much of 
that project will depend on our new gov- 
ernor and any cutbacks he may have in 
his immediate plans. 

Dennis Oakes, Community Develop- 
ment Director, said there was a meeting 
with Ecclestone last May, and he would 
like to follow up on that meeting and 
get Ecclestone to verify more support 
than he already has. 

McAnally asked Oakes if Ecclestone 
was the only benefiting developer in the 
Wick Road project. Oakes said, “No, | 
assumed we all know that. The road 
construction we are doing, Smith and 
Vining, will benefit four or five other 
major property owners — the BOMAC 
property on Smith Road, the Wilson 
[World] property, Wendell Flynn’s par- 
cel, as well as Ecclestone’s — so there 


are a number of properties that will be 


developable.” 

Oakes said that the TIFA (Tax Incre- 
ment Finance Authority) Committee 
has said it is a good idea for the City 
to go ahead and develop the road sys- 
tem and invest the dollars in the antici- 
pation of the development occurring. 
He continued to say that, without the 
development, the interchange will not 
happen; the development will not hap- 
pen without a road system. 

McAnally wondered if a letter would 
be sent to all the property owners about 
the development, and Oakes thought 
that would be the appropriate thing to 
do at this time. 

Councilman Noah “Pete” Bergeron 
said, “The intent should have been es-

tablished when we initially put the roads 
in, and that’s the problem: everybody's 
intentions have been, in fact, to devel- 
op, but nothing has happened. | com- 
mend the TIFA for moving forward and 
writing Mr. Ecclestone a note and being 
this forceful about it, but | think the fact 
of the matter is, we’ve invested a lot of 
money, particularly to get a road in to 
him, and | haven’t seen one red dime of 
new SEV [State Equalized Value] in his 
whole area. He’s turned some dirt, but 
that’s it.” 

Bergeron said that, if he had his way, 
he would not invest one more penny into 
the Wick Road project until Ecclestone 
put some money up and created some 
SEV in that area. 

He also said the City is taking the 
money from the hotel area and pump- 
ing it into the project area, and he does 
not see any results. 

“PIL tell you what,’ Bergeron de- 
clared, “before | would even contem- 
plate putting in any more money, | would 
make him buy the bonds to do his. | think 
that is one of the keys as to why we’ve 
had some successful TIFAs: because 
the people who have bought the bonds 
and gotten involved with the bonds 
themselves or even cosigned for them 
are the ones that are paying it off. He 


[Ecclestone] has nothing invested, and 
| know the Mayor has to bedisappointed 
because she has wofked.like crazy, her 
administration has. worked very, very 
hard to accommodate'Mr. Ecclestone, 
and he hasn’t done.anything..| hear he 
has a big project going on, in Florida 
right now that is at a standstill. He’s 
not doing anything down there. | don’t 
know, but | think we should start play- 
ing hard ball with him [Ecclestone]. We 
have made a commitment to him, and 
| haven’t seen a commitment return 
back from him for this community.’

Oakes said that the letter they ee 


sending to Ecclestone says basically 
the same thing that Bergeron sald. In 
other words, the TIFA Committee is 
wondering if they should invest further 
capital without a sufficient commitment 
from Ecclestone. Oakes continued to 
say that the City does have a letter of 
commitment from Ecclestone to invest 
substantial amounts of dollars in this 
project. (In May of 1988, Ecclestone 
signed a letter of intent with the City, 
committing himself to an initial $66-mil- 
lion investment, with $20 million to be 
invested by December of 1988.) He has 
not yet made good on that commitment, 
however. On the other hand, according 
to Oakes, Ecclestone will tell you that 
he has committed himself; that he has 
spent millions of dollars buying the 
property and that he owns it outright; 
and that his debt service is running 
about a million dollars a year. Oakes 
also said that Ecclestone is a credible 
developer. 

Said Bergeron, “You’ve seen his de- 
velopment [Florida], I've seen pictures, 
and | don’t care what he’s done any- 
where else. We've invested, we’ve com- 
mitted more money, and our commit- 
ment is going to return him much more 
than the few dollars he’s invested in 
that project. That $12 or $15 million he 
has invested is a drop in the bucket 
compared to the $32 million we have 
committed to the TIFA project.

“Number two,” he continued, ‘“‘the 
valuation of that property, once those 
roads go down, will tenfold his invest- 
ment. So, as far as I’m concerned, we’ve 
done whatever we’ve had to do for him.” 
Councilman Jimmie C. Raspberry 
said that, about six or eight months ago, 
he had lunch with some of the develop- 
ers in the City who are not receiving 
TIFA backing. “And the question they 
asked me,” said Raspberry, “was, ‘How 
many dollars has Mr. Ecclestone spent 
of his own money?’ | couldn’t say any.”

Raspberry continued, “At the time 
Wick Road was dedicated, he [Eccle- 
stone] had a represenitative there. | was 
of the impression at that dinner that we 
were not only cutting a ribbon, but [that 
the] first phase of a high-rise was to be 
established.” 

Raspberry said he also felt that this 
mayor and this council should demand 
that some form of financial progress 
be shown. “I want to see something 
tangible. | would like to see that permit 
where the high-rise is going up where

Barth To Take 
Part in Study 


Barth Elementary School has been 
selected as one of 100 elementary and 
junior-high/middle schools throughout 
the State to participate in the Michigan 
Accreditation Program. 

The Michigan Department of Edu- 
cation and the Bureau of Accreditation, 
working with the School Improvement 
Studies at the University of Michigan, 


are implementing an elementary and 
junior-high/middle school accredita- 
tion system for Statewide use. 
Selected as one of this year’s 100 
schools, Barth Community Elementary 
School will take part in a four-phase 
study which will include a visitation to 
the school by teachers, administrators, 
and other educators in 1991. 
Specializing in elementary or junior- 
high/ middle school education, the visit- 
ing team members will serve as a valida- 
tion team for the school. One of their 
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tasks will perereva Te gender s self- 
study, part of the i phase of the study 
fe be completed this spring. This in- 
Wes the collection of basio school 
data and a self-evaluation which the 
local school faculty will complete. 

The visiting team will also interview 
school personnel on. topics such as 
instructional programs and materials, 
school facilities, community relations, 
and a school improvement plan. The 
results of the self-study and interviews 
will be reported back to the school to 
allow local school personnel the oppor- 
tunity to develop alist of strengths and 
weaknesses. 

Early next fall, the faculty of Barth 
Elementary will then review the various 
kinds of indicators which they will use 
to demonstrate growth in the school 
program. Possible indicators are stan- 
dardized test results, school attendance 
rates, school climate, and community 
involvement, 

Barth’s faculty and staffwill begin 
to develop a School.Improvement Plan 
throughout the. 1990-91 school year. In- 
cluded in the plan. will be measures for 
determining.success | in correcting a 
weakness as well as;a plan for.contin- 
uing to strengthen current outstanding 
programs within the school.

Point of Law

Emancipation involves the entire 
surrender of the right to the care, cus- 
tody, and earnings of a child by a parent 
as well as a renunciation of parental 
duties. 


Under Michigan law, an emancipa- 
tion occurs in these circumstances: 
e When aminor is validly married. 

e When a person reaches the age of 
18. 

e During the period when the minor is 
on active duty with the armed forces 
of the United States. 

e For the purposes of consenting to 
routine, nonsurgical medical care, 
or emergency medical treatment to 
a minor, when the minor is in the cus- 
tody of a law enforcement agency 
and the minor's parent cannot he 
promptly located. The minor's parents 
shall remain responsible for the cost 
of any medical care. Anemancipation 
ends upon the termination of medical 
care or upon the minor’s release from 
custody, whichever occurs first. 

e Anemancipation may occur by court 
order pursuant to a petition filed by 
a minor with the probate court.

The Romulus Police Department is 
pleased to announce that we have joined 
Michigan’s 660 law enforcement agen- 
cies in showing our support of efforts 
to reduce drunk and drugged driving in 
Michigan. We will display red ribbons 
on the left outside mirror or on the an- 
tenna of each of our patrol vehicles, 
signifying to other motorists that the 
holidays should be filled with warm, 
happy memories — not the nightmare 
of losing a loved one. 

The red ribbon campaign was ini- 
tiated by Mothers Against Drunk Driv- 
ing (MADD) several years ago as a traf- 
fic safety effort over the Thanksgiving- 
Christmas-New Year’s holiday season. 
The ribbons will be displayed from No- 
vember 19 until the new year. 

Will this campaign solve the drunk 
and drugged driving problem in Michi- 
gan? Of course not. But the ribbons will 
Cause some drivers to pause and take 
notice, perhaps even ask our officers 
why the ribbons are displayed. Public 
awareness is a key element to the suc- 
cess of the traffic safety effort. 
Some 1989 Michigan statistics: 
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TRAFFIC STOP 


e 1n1989, alcohol-related traffic crashes 
killed 738 people, or 45.3% of the total 
1,630 traffic fatalities. 

e During the extended Thanksgiving 
weekend, eight of the 14 traffic fatal- 
ities (57.1%) were alcohol related. 

e During the 78-hour Christmas holi- 
day, eight of the 27 traffic fatalities 
(29.6%) were alcohol related. 

e Over the New Year's holiday, there 
were three traffic fatalites; one (33.3%) 
was alcohol related. 

Some 1989 holiday statistics related 
to the national drunk-driving problem: 


e Between Thanksgiving, 1988, and 
New Year's Eve) 2'432 of the total 5,129 
traffic fatalitiés Were alcohol related. 

e During Thanksgiving of 1989, 312 of 
a total 548 traffic fatalities were al- 
cohol related. 

e During Christmas of 1989, 636 peo- 
ple died in traffic crashes, with 328 
(61.2%):being.alcohol related.

With the successful vote of Novem- 
ber 6, 1990, the Romulus School District 
embarks on a vision and a plan to pro- 
vide the best learning environment to 
every student in our school district.

Amendment to State Constitution | 


Editor's note: A ballot question commit- 
tee called KIDS (Knowledge Is Democ- 
racy’s Safeguard) will soon be distribut- 
ing petitions Statewide to obtain signa- 
tures for an initiative to place proposed 
education amendments on the ballot in 
November, 1992. In order to inform local 
voters about this issue, |am reprinting 
part of an explanatory letter sent to me 
by KIDS, along with a draft of the pro- 
posed amendments. | hope that this in- 
formation will help you decide whether 
or not such a change would benefit our 
children. 
Equal Educational Opportunity for Mich- 
igan’s Children 
Funding of K-12 public education 
in Michigan is fast approaching a fiscal, 
social and educational crisis. Per pupil 
public funding disparities of almost 4 to 
1 in some instances, coupled with a 
highly overburdened property tax sys- 
tem, have systematically denied equal 
educational opportunity to this state’s 
children and have brought many school 
districts to the brink of insolvency. Many 
efforts have been made to address this 
problem over the years, all without suc- 
cess. Every ballot proposal to amend 
the state Constitution has failed. The 
state legislature has been unable to 
reach aconsensus that will allow it to 
legislate answers to the problem and, 
given political reality, will not likely be 
‘able to resolve this problem in the next 
five to ten years. The state Court of Ap- 
peals, in the case of East Jackson Pub- 
lic Schools v Michigan, 133 Mich App 132 
(1984), found that Michigan’s school 
funding system was not in violation of 
the Michigan Constitution, in spite of 
substantial disparity in per pupil fund- 
ing from district to district, because 
1) there is no denial of equal protection 
because education is not a fundamen- 
tal right under our Constitution, and 
2) maintenance and support of a sys- 
tem of free public education under Arti- 
cle VIII, Section 2 of our Constitution 
does not require equal per pupil funding 
between school districts. Nor can we 
look to the federal courts, based on the 
case of San Antonio Independent School 
District v Rodriguez, 411 US 1 (1973), 
which held that the right to education is 
not a fundamental right coming within 
the 14th Amendment equal protection 
provisions of the U.S. Constitution. 
But education in our complex soci- 
ety should be a fundamental right, every 
bit as much as others enumerated in 
the Bill of Rights. Without equality of 
educational opportunity, vast numbers 
of our children will be unable to compete 
as adults for their inalienable rights: life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. 
Ownership of a right is meaningless 
without the means to enjoy it. While our 
society cannot guarantee enjoyment of 
the right, it can, and should, guarantee 
the opportunity to it. This, then, trans- 
lates into the unassailable conclusion 
that equal educational opportunity is 
a fundamental right and, if, collective- 
ly, Our representatives in government, 


executive, legislative, and judielal can- ~ 


not or will not address the issue, the 
people must exercise their power of 
oversight through the initiative process | 
and amend our state Constitution so 
there is no longer a question in. the 
minds of the decision-makers about 
the relative importance of K-12 educa- 
tion in Michigan. 


To that end, KIDS (Knowledge Is 
Democracy’s Safeguard) has registered 
a statewide ballot question committee 
for the purpose of placing a constitu- 
tional amendment on'the ballot in No- 
vember, 1992, which will identify equal 
educational opportunity for our children 
as a fundamental right; require a sub- 
stantially equal expenditure of public 
funds per pupil, require development 
of a system of public school districts 
and amethod of funding to implement 
these requirements by September 1, 
1994, and mandate continued earmark- 
ing of net lottery proceeds to the state 
school aid fund. There are two steps en- 
visioned in this process. The first is the 
recognition of equal educational oppor- 
tunity as a fundamental right through 
amendment of our Constitution. The 
second will be implementation and be 
left up to the legislature or, if they fail 
in that process, the courts will be com- 
pelled to}intervene for the benefit of the 
childreniwhose rights are not being pro- 
tected. we are dealing now only with 
the first step, creation of the right in 
our state Constitution. The committee 
is seeking abroad base of support state- 
wide for this amendment and would like 
to have your participation in making 
this effort a success.

Editor’s note: Of the proposed amenda- 
ments which follow, the first (Article |, 
Section 24) would add an entirely new 
section to our state’s Constitution. The 
other two (Article IV, Section 41, and 
Article VIII, Section 2) would add lan- 
guage to existing sections. All new lan- 
guage appears in italics. 


Article |, Section 24 

Sec. 24, Equal educational oppor- 
tunity is a fundamental right and all per- 
sons compelled by law to attend school 
are guaranteed access to a substantial- 
ly equivalent public education regard- 
less of their place of residence within 
this state. 

Article IV, Section 41 

Sec. 41. The legislature may au- 
thorize lotteries and permit the sale of 
lottery tickets in the manner provided 
by law. 

Beginning October 1, 1993, all net 
revenue and interest earned on net rev- 
enue other than interest used for the 
payment of prizes by the state from the 
operation of a Jottery shall be deposited 
in the state school aid fund established 
in Section 11 of Article IX.

Article VII, Section 2 

Sec. 2. The legislature shall main- 
n and support a system of free public 
nentary and secondary schools as 
ined by law. Every school district 
all provide for the education of its 
upils without discrimination as to reli- 
gion, creed, race, color or national ori- 
, gin. By September 1, 1994, the legisla- 
~ ture shall develop by law a system of 
school districts and a method by which 
there is a substantially equal expendi- 
ture of public funds that meets the re- 
quirements of Article Il, Sections 2 and 
24. Unique educational and transpor- 
tation needs of individual pupils may 
be the basis for diversity in funding 
needed to meet the purposes of Arti- 
cle |, Sections 2 and 24. 

No public monies or property shall 
be appropriated or paid or any public 
credit utilized, by the legislature or any 
other political subdivision or agency of 
the state directly or indirectly to aid or 
maintain any private, denominational or 
other nonpublic, pre-elementary, ele- 
mentary, or secondary school. No pay- 
ment, credit, tax benefit, exemption or 
deductions, tuition, voucher subsidy, 
grant or loan of public monies or prop- 
erty shall be provided, directly or in- 
directly, to support the attendance of 
any student or the employment of any 
person at any such nonpublic school 
or at any location or institution where 
instruction is offered in whole or in part 
to such nonpublic school students. The 
legislature may provide for the trans- 
portation of students to and from any 
school.
